Women settlers sent to ‘patrol’ Hebron

Leaders of the West Bank settlers, 
who have suspended their -armed 
patrols in Arab towns because of 
widespread criticism, yesterday sent 
their womenfolk to walk down one 
of Hebron’s main streets. Army pat- 
rols. however, passed frequently 
nearby during their stroll. 

With some of the women p ushing 
prams and some holding their little 
children by their hands, six women 
demonstratively walked from a 
square near Beit Hadassah in Heb- 
ron down the main road which links 
up with the highway to Jerusalem. 

“We just walked around to de- 
monstrate the Jewish presence in 
town,” Anat Cohen said after re- ' 
turning from the “patrol” with her 
three children all aged under four. 

The idea was to correct the violent 
image which the men . had acquired 
during their armed patrols in the 
streets of Ramallah, Nablus and Tul- 


karm. “Now nobody will be able to 
call them vigilantes," Benny Katsov- 
er, one of the settler leaders said. 

The women said they had been 
unharmed. One of them, a resident 
of Tel Rumeida, added that they had 
a two-way radio for emergencies. 

Meanwhile other settlers tried to 
send a truck with cement blocks to 


Tel Rumeida to build a room for a 
family which has a new-born baby. 
Tel Rumeida comprises mobile cara- 
vans and the army has blocked any 
further 'building there. The author- 
ities stopped the vehicle near Beit 
Hadassah.

IDF patrol shoots, wounds man in Ramallah 


Troops shot and wounded a -20 
year-old El Bira man in Ramallah 
yesterday. 

Military sources said that Hassan 
Abdel Fatah was one of a group of 
four who fled when challenged by a 
foot patrol in the dfy. The four were 
reported “to be acting suspiciously” 
when the soldiers approached them 
and fled when they were asked for 
identification papers. 

The soldiers opened fire on the 
group after repeated calls to the men 


to stop, and after firing shots in the 
air. 

Abdel Fatah was reported to be in 
a moderate condition in the Ha das- 
sab Mount Scopus hospital. He was 
shot in the leg. 

Earlier in the day, stones were 
thrown at passing Israeli traffic out- 
side the Kalandfya refugee camp. No 
damage was reported, but soldiers 
imposed a “closure" or no-go area 
around the entrance to the camp, 
forcing residents to use side roads. 


Bronfman tests Soviets on Jews

The Soviet Union is apparently 
willing to discuss the possibility of 
increasing Jewish emigration, but 
made no commitment on the subject 
in advance of talks with World Jew- 
ish Congress president Edgar Bronf- 
man, The Jerusalem Post has 
learned. 

Bronfman was in Moscow yester- 
day accompanied by several execu- 
tives from his Seagram’s conglomer- 
ate. He was schednled to take with 
him a letter from Premier Peres 
which it is hoped will help him per- 
suade the Soviets to allow more Jews 
out of the USSR. 

The letter is written in- general 
terms. But according to several 
sources it includes faults that the 


Soviets could interpret as .Israeli 
readiness to make several gestures, 
which might be convenient for the 
Russians if more Soviet Jews were 
allowed out. The letter was sent to 
Bronfman about two weeks ago. 


Officials in Israel believe that the 
Soviets would regard any publicity 
around the prospects of increasing 
Jewish emigration as a net gain in the 
current heavily-propagandized 
phase of the Soviet ‘'peace offen- 
sive” before the summit between 
President Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev in November.

It is still undear whether the pros- 
pects have improved with the Bronf- 
man visit to Moscow. This trip had 
been planned for a longtime but was 
postponed several times because the 
Russians were unwilling to give any 
prior commitment that they would 
enter into serious negotiations on 
the subject.

Economic plan puts budget in the black

The government has apparently 
ended the first half of the fiscal year 
with a budget surplus, figures re- 
leased yesterday by the Bank of 
Israel showed. 

The statistics were included in a 
report drafted .by the central bank 
which, showed a sharp drop in gov- 
ernment spending in the first weeks 
of the economic austerity plan. 

The report cited some positive 
developments in the economy in the 
last months, such as the elimination 
in the budget deficit and the low 
level of the balance-of-payments de- 
ficit. Nevertheless it stated that it is 
still too early to judge whether the 
government economic plan is a suc- 
cess. 

Although no exact figures on gov- 
ernment spending appeared in the 
report, the bank said that in the first 
quarter of the fiscal year the govern- 
ment deficit amounted to only 2.4 
per cent of the Gross National’ Pro- 
duct, compared to 7.5 per cent in the 
previous quarter. 

Bank officials said that since July 


there has been a sharp reduction in 
government spending, which has 
more than offset the small deficit 
registered in the first months of the 
year. Thus in July, the first month of 
the economic plan, there was a sur- 
plus in tiie budget equivalent of 7.4 
per cent of the GNP. 

The officials warned against jump- 
ing to conclusions from one month’s 


figures, but said that it was clear that 
the trend continued in August when 
the budget deficit was almost nil. 

The officials said that it is too early 
to know what the influence of the 
economic plan on the balance of 
payments will be. Nevertheless, they 
said that from the report it emerges 
that the forecast of a 5800 million cut 
in the trade deficit will be achieved. 


TV obtains court injunction

THE PROBLEM with«Aids is thai 
until the very recent development of 
a blood screening test, it was ex- 
tremely difficult to diagnose, espe- 
cially in a country with very little 
experience of the disease. 

Three years ago, the Health 
Ministry sent out insttuctions to all 
hospitals, chnics, laboratories and 
health care personnel on how to deal 
with suspected or proven cases of 
Aids. The instructions are based on 
those of the World Health Organiza- 


tion and the Centres for Disease 
Control in Atlanta, Georgia. The 
instructions basically aim to treat 
Aids like hepatitis but even more 
strictly. 

The precautions include those for 
people dealing with blood - drawing 
blood from a patient should always 
be done wearing gloves, for exam- 
ple. Needles should be disposed of 
immediately and never re-used. All 
blood tissue samples should be dear- 
ly labelled as coming from potential 
-Aids patients. 

■ Patients are normally not isolated 
in sfa gfo rooms, unless their illness 
has advanced, according to Dr. Shlo- 
mo Maayan. He is a specialist in 


infectious diseases, who worked as 
chief of the infectious diseases unit at 
the Metropolitan Hospital in Man- 
hattan from 1981 to 1984, at the 
height of the Aids crisis in the U.S. 
Dr. Maayan came back to Israel a 
year ago to work as a physician in the 
clinical microbiology section of 
Hadassah Hospital, Ein Kerem. 

There is no point in isolating sus- 
pected Aids cases, he told me. They 
are not infectious through touch of 
skin, or through the air. Persons 
handling Aids patients should wear 
gloves and gown. But, he stressed, 
there has not been a single known 
case of a. hospital employee contact- 
ing the illness or the virus, despite 


many contacts, even among those 
who have .come into direct contact 
with an Aids patient’s blood. 

Maayan was involved in a New 
York State study in which hospital 
employees who had come in physical 
contact with blood of an Aids pa- 
tient, were checked and followed for 
over three years. None of them de- 
veloped a sign of the disease, nor 
were antibodies of the virus present. 


ALL BUT ONE OF the health care 
professionals who spoke to The Jeru- 
salem Post during this investigation 
stressed that so far, no health care 
workers have contacted Aids in the

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U.S. to Hussein: 
no talks for now

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
administration has informed Jor- 
dan’s King Hussein that Assis- 
tant Secretary of State for Near 
Eastern and South Asian Affairs 
Richard Murphy will not meet 
with a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation without 
additional assurances that such a 
session will indeed lead quickly 
to direct Arab-Israeli negotia- 
tions. 


U.S. Ambassador in Amman Paul 
Boeker received new instructions 
from Washington to inform Hussein 
that a Murphy return trip to the 
Middle East has been postponed. 
Hussein had been hoping that Mur- 
phy might meet with the group this 
month. 

But according to well-informed 
U.S. officials, both President 
Reagan and Secretary of State 
George SbuJtz rejected a controver- 
sial proposal by Murphy to return to 
the region for a meeting with the 
joint Jordanian-Palestinian group. 


The major obstacles, the U.S. 
officials said, were Hussein's refusal 
to be more forthcoming on direct 
talks with Israel, and his accompany- 
ing insistence that Nabil Sha'ath.’a 


former PLO observer at the UN 
participate in the session. 

Sha'ath was rejected by Peres as a 
candidate for the joint Arab delega- 
tion. 

The decision by Reagan and 
Shultz. U.S. officials said, repre- 
sents a major defeat for Murphy and 
James Covey, the senior Middle 
East staffer on the National Security 
Council in the White House. Borb 
had pressed strongly for Murphy's 
return lo meet the joint group. 

At the same time, the administra- 
tion is also temporarily delaying the 
submission to Congress of major 
new arms sales for Jordan and Saudi 
Arabia until late this month at the 
earliest. In fact. U.S. officials said, 
those sales could be postponed even 
longer given the very strong opposi- 
tion in the Senate and House of 
Representatives. 

Reagan Is scheduled to receive 
Hussein at the White House on 
September 30. That meeting. U.S. 
officials said, could be important in 
setting the tone for the U.S. efforts 
to revive the peace process as well as 
for the fate of the arms sales. 

Reagan and Shultz still feel com- 
mitted to Hussein. According to in- 
formed sources, they want to help 
the king as much as possible, espe- 
cially via military supplies. But the

Amman, Cairo tell AJC group- 

‘Put PIX) to the test*

Jordanian leaders told a visiting 
group of American Jews this week 
that Palestinian camps in Jordan are 
“kept totally under control with no 
movement allowed.” 

The group, leaders of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress, were the first 
American Jewish group ever to be 
received in Jordan by King Hussein. 
They also met in Amman with Prime 
Minister Zaid al Rifai and Crown 
Prince Hassan. 

Earlier, they riiet in Cairo with 
President Hosni Mubarak. 

The AJC leaders - president The- 
odore Mann, former president Ho- 
ward Squadron, Harvard professor 
Henry Rosovsky, executive director 
Henry Siegman, associate director 
Phil Baum and Jerusalem AJC office 
director David dayman - briefed 
Prime Minister Peres yesterday 
morning soon after their arrival in 
Jerusalem via the Jordan bridges. 
They also met yesterday with the 
editorial board of The Jerusalem 
Post . Earlier, they had held a press 
conference about their visits to Jor- 
dan and Cairo. 


They were not asked to carry any 
formal message from the Arab lead- 
ers to Israel or Washington, but the 
point most stressed to them in^ Am- 
man and Quid was that PLO inten- 
tions should be “put to a test.” 
Egyptian and Jordanian officials, 
they said, were unanimous in their 
declarations that “certain elements 
in the PLO have moderated their 
extremism and are prepared to live 
in peace with Israel if a Palestinian 
entity, federated with Jordan, were 
to become a realistic possibility.” 

The Arabs also stated that this 
tendency toward "moderation" 
would be greatly strengthened if the 
American government were to open 
a dialogue with these elements of the 
PLO.

Price of industrial fuel 
drops today by 4 per cent

The price of fuel is to drop for the 
first time in nearly 20 years. Due to a 
fell in world oil prices, heavy fuel oil 
(mazut) for electricity and industry 
will cost 4 per cent less* effective 
today, the Energy Ministry 
announced last night. 

The immediate effect is expected 
to be a 2 per cent cut in domestic 
electricity tariffs. Petrol, diesel fuel 
and cooking gas are also expected to 
drop by 4 per cent by the end of the 
month. 

But the long term effect is ex- 
pected to be more dramatic. Minis- 
try economists say the 4 per cent 
price cut will bring about an annual 
growth of some $60 million in the 


gross national product and create 
5.000 jobs, due to lower costs of 
production. 

The announcement came after 
Energy Minister Moshe Shahai and 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
agreed yesterday to lower the price. 
Shahai lobbied strenously for some 
two months to lower the cost of the 
heavy oil. succeeding only after 
Energy Ministry economists 
apparently proved to Moda'i's satis- 
faction that 'owering prices would 
boost the economy. 

Similarly, the ministry experts 
predict the price cut will lower the 
consumer price index by nearly 0.5 
per cent. If this occurs, it should give 
the government's economic recov- 
ery plan a welcome shot in the arm.

Leasing out aircraft - one Boeing 
707 has been on permanent lease to 
Arkia - and the revenues of various 
subsidiaries such as hotels, catering 
services and 1 travel agencies, raised 
its total revenues to $479m., the 
company reported. 

The company wage bill amounted 
to $106ra., 22.5 per cent of its total 
costs.

We've cooperated with 
the management and held off on 
payments owing us, but we can’t do 
so any longer," Tal said.

Ya’acobi: We can double industry exports 


The acquisition of aircraft and the 
7 per cent drop in fuel prices were' of 
major importance.

Jerusalem asks government 
to halt Orthodox violence

Hie Jerusalem Municipality ex- 
ecutive yesterday urged that the gov- 
ernment act agains t those who fo- 
ment ultra-Orthodox violence in the 
same way as it acts against “those 
who don : t recognize the state or its 
laws." 

The executive meeting was 
briefed by Jerusalem Police Com- 
mander Tat-Nitzav Haim Albaldes. 
who reported that there had been 13 
serious incidents of ultra-Orthodox 
violence in the last three months. 
These involved actions against peo- 
ple, including the police, and against 
property, he said. 

Albaldes stated that religious 
zealots in their neighbourhoods do 
not cooperate with the police and 
decline to provide evidence that can 


be used by the authorities to bring 
criminals to court. 

At a press conference yesterday. 
Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev stres- 
sed that ultra-Orthodox Jerusale- 
mites receive no preferential treat- 
ment. 

Mavor Teddy Kollek declared 
that “Mea She'arim is not extra- 
territorial." The extremists among _ 
foe residents are “hostile" to theA 
state, he said. 

Kollek decried the silence of reli- 
gious leaders who do not voice 
opposition to such violence. The 
rabbis either fear retribution by ex- 
tremists or are silent due to their ^ 
ideology, he said. As a result, other 1 
citizens have begun to think that 
■ violence is foe proper way to react to 
conflicts with the non-Orthodox 
community. This, concluded Kollek. 
is a "very dangerous development. "

IRC refutes charge that 
Israel still holds Shiites 


BEIRUT. - International Red Cross 
officiate yesterday expressed sur- 
prise at Lebanese Shi'ite leader 
Nabih Beni’s claim that three Shi'ite 
prisoners are still being held at foe 
Adit camp. 

“For us, foe last 119 prisoners are 
now on Lebanese soil,” said a Red 
Cross spokesman, “We have 
counted them a gain and again." 

Sources dose to Bern had said 
earlier yesterday that foe release of 
two Frenchmen, kidnapped four 
months ago, has again been delayed 
due to “Israel's failure to release 
three Shi’ite prisoners.” 

Israel freed 119 Lebanese and 
Palestinians on Tuesday from Atiit 
and says it holds no more detainees 
captured in South Lebanon. 

But Berri, who also is Lebanon’s 
justice minister, said: “There are 
three hostages still held by Israel, 
They include Nehmeh Hashem and 
Tony Abi Gbanem wbo have been 
transferred from Adit to another 
prison in Israel.” 


Sources at Beni's home said the 
release of Michel Seurat, 37, and 
Jean-Paul Kauffmann, 42. will not 
go ahead until the missing men are 
freed by Israel. 

In South Lebanon, a suicide bom- 
ber blew herself up when she ram- 
med a TNT-packed car into a check- 
point manned by Israeli-backed 
Christian militiamen.

Botha promise citizenship to blacks in tribal homelands 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
President P.W. Botha announced 
plans yesterday to restore the 
citizenship of millions of blacks who 
were turned into foreigners in South 
Africa by the creation of nominally 
independent tribal homelands. 

Hie announcement marked a ma- 
jor retreat in South Africa's apart- 
heid policies which, in their classic 
form, envisaged a series of mint- 
siates to which all South Africa's 
blacks would - in nationality status 
at least - be consigned. 

But it was spumed by Nobel Peace 
Prize winner Bishop Desmond Tutu. 
He threatened to call a mass stay-at- 


home strike of foe country's blacks 
to fight foe state of emergency im- 
posed. 

Botha pledged restored 
citizenship for some four million 
blacks living in South Africa who are 
Citizens of four homelands. He also 
said he would negotiate with the 
homelands' governments on possi- 
ble dual citizenship for five million 
more blacks firing inside foe home- 
lands themselves. 

Tutu's response was to tell repor- 
ters in Pietermaritzburg: *T always 
knew 1 was a citizen of South Africa." 

In Washington the White House 
said yesterday that Botha had not 


gone far enough in announcing foe 
restoration of citizenship to milli ons 
of blacks living in tribal homelands. 

“Our position is that the citizens 
of these homelands are citizens of 
South Africa,” a White House 
spokesman told reporters. He de- 
clined to connect Botha's announce- 
ment with President Reagan's im- 
position of limited economic sanc- 
tions on Pretoria's government on 
Monday. 

Bofoa however lumped the U.S. 
with foe Soviet Union yesterday by 
warning Americans not to push riot- 
weary South Africa toward racial 
reform. 


Nazi prisoner surrenders 40 years after escape 


TERMINAL ISLAND, California 
(Reuter). - A 64-year-old former 
tennis coach who claims to be the last 
fugitive German prisoner of war in 
foe U-S. yesterday surrendered to 
immigration officials 40 years after 
he escaped from a detention camp in 
New Mexico. 

“I have lived my own version of 
foe American dream...working hard 
and making a good liring...and now 
I want to become a U.S. citizen,’’ 
escapee Georg Gaertner told repor- 
ters. 

“I have moved more than 200 
times in the United States to avoid 
detection. But now I want to settle 
down." 

With his American wife of 21 


years, Jean, standing beside him, he 
surrendered as an illegal alien to 
officials of foe U.S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service (INS) here. 

Gaertner said he had told his wife 
only in March 1983 that he was an 
escaped prisoner of war and she was 
leading a campaign to win him U.S. 
citizenship. 

A book he has written, entitled 
Hider's last soldier in America is ab- 
out to be published and Gaertner 
admitted his surrender would pro- 
vide publicity for the book. 

INS regional commissioner 
Harold Ezell said Gaertner's story 
had been checked with Justice De- 
partment files and apparently is true. 


The INS officals said that when 
the last German prisoners of war 
were returned to Europe in 1946, 12 
fugutive prisoners were still at large. 
By 1963, all of them except for 
Gaertner had been captured. 

The book chronicles his escape 
and subsequent years in .Colorado, 
California and Hawaii working as a 
tennis pro, ski instructor, artist and 
contractor. 

The book was written with Arnold 
Kjrammer, a history professor aj 
Texas A and M University. 

Krammer said Gaertner sought 
him out after he read a book Kram- 
mer had written about Nazi prison- 
ers of war in America.

In Cape Town a crowd beat a 
policeman to death yesterday after 
he shot and wounded one of

Police and eyewitnesses said foe 
coloured (mixed race) policeman 
was one of two plainclothes officers 
fleeing foe crowd of some 5,000 in 
the coloured area of Salt River, near 
foe centre of Cape Town, where at 
least 30 people have died in unrest in 
foe past two weeks. 

Police headquarters in Pretoria 
reported continued arson and rioting 
in black and coloured townships 
across foe nation, and said they were 
investigating foe killing with a rub- 
ber bullet of a four-year-old girl in a 
township near Pretoria on Tuesday. 

Jailed black nationalist leader 
Nelson Mandela is in good spirits, 
but has an enlarged prostate which 
might have to be removed, his wife 
Winnie said yesterday after visiting 
him in prison. 


Arafat says he’s ready 
to meet Israeli leaders 

ROME (AP). - PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat was quoted by an Italian 
newspaper yesterday as saying he is 
ready to meet Israeli leaders “at any 
time, at any place." 

The leftist daily R Manifesto said 
Arafat made foe remark daring a 
recent interview at his headquarters 
in Tunis. 

H Manifesto’s correspondent said 
he asked Arafat about a recent En- 
glish biography in which foe Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization chair- 
man was asked if he was ready now 
to meet with Israeli leaders. 

H Manifesto said Arafat replied 
that he would make foe same re- 
sponse as in the book and said “Yes, 
at any time , at any place. I am ready. 
I challenge them to measure up to 
me on a political plane." 

Arafat was also asked whether foe 
PLO is ready to recognize foe exist- 
ence of foe State of Israel without 
making any immediate demands in 
exchange. 

“If we recognize Israel before 
Israel recognizes our national rights, 
we will cancel our own same right to 
exist,” Arafat was quoted as re- 
plying. 


Most Haifa schools 
to open late today 

HAIFA. - Most Haifa schools 
will open an boor later than usual, at 
9 a.m. this morning, in protest 
against the decision to dose the 
adult-education department in the 
Haifa municipality for budgetary 
reasons. 

The strike will not affect special- 
education classes but will affect kin- 
dergartens, elementary schools, 
teachers' colleges and those junior- 
high and high-school teachers who 
are members of the Histadrut 
Teachers Union.

Acting on a tip at foe end of 1983, 
foe police gathered evidence from 
wiretapping, surveillance and docu- 
ments. Birenberg, arrested a year 
ago, denied most of foe charges. 

One woman, at a driving school in 


Kfar Sava, told her teacher she^ 
wanted to get a licence as quickly as 
possible. The instructor set up a 
meeting with Birenberg where it was 
decided, the woman testified, thar “I 
would get a licence if I go to bed with 
him.” A date was set for a test, and 
afterwards they met to carry out the 
second half of foe deal. 

In another case Birenberg was 
approached byawoman who had 
foiled her driving test three times 
and wanted him to test her personal- 
ly. She told foe court that she re- 
ceived a licence a week after having 
sex with him. 

The court also found Birenberg 
guilty of writing in foe bureau re- 
cords that foe test was conducted by 
a different examiner.

Conversely, the findings revealed 
an increase hi the level of intolerance 
xtr enlist attitudes among chil- 
dren iTom both . communities, but 
especially Jews, who did not partici- 
pate in the get-togethers. 

The poll, conducted by Prot John 
Hof man, a lecturer in' psychology 
and education at Haifa University, 
was commissioned by the commun- 
ity centre to examine attitudes of 
youngsters before and after meet- 
ings between classes of Jewish and’ 
Arab pupils from local high schools. 
Also included in the survey were 
children from the same schools who 
were not involved in the meetings. 

The findings revealed that the 
most intolerant and extremist views 
were: held by Jews who had had 
either a traditionally religious or 
Orthodox upbringing. Secular and 
anti-religious Jews tended to be 
more flexible in their attitudes. 

The survey was conducted among 
500 pupils from 10 local high schools 
- five Arab and five. Jewish - and 
took place from December 1984 un- 
til June this year. About Half the 
children polled bad participated in 


the meetings while the other half had 
not 

The questionnaire distributed 
among the children asked the chil- 
dren about their attitudes about 
meeting each other, and their views 
on intermarriage. 

The findings revealed that Arab 
children favoured the social rytniwfo 
more than their Jewish counterparts. 
TTie Arab youngsters, however, had 
higher expectations of the outcome 
of the meetings, and these were not 
always fulfilled. 

Hofman explained that many 
Arab children, especially those from 
the villages, had a highly favourable 
image of Jewish children and were 
somewhat disappointed when con- 
fronted with the reality. 

Jewish children were less willing 
to take part in the meetings, but 
' having done so there was a marked 
increase in the level of tolerance and 
readiness to understand the other 
person’s point of view. 

On the subject of intermarriage, 
both groups expressed firm opposi- 
tion to the idea and this opposition 
was strengthened as a result of the 
meetings, said Hofman. 

In another section of the question- 
naire children were asked to give 
their opinions on the democratic 
values, including the right of the 
state to -curtail individual freedom if 
necessary for security reasons. 

The findings show that Jewish 


children were more willing to com- 
promise on certain democratic prin- 
cipals. Arab students, on the other 
hand, were less willing to lose demo- 
cratic rights. 

In tiie final section of the question- 
naire, dealing with coexi stance, the 
children were asked (o indicate 
which they preferred: Complete seg- 
regation similar to apartheid; a gra- 
dual and careful integration of Arabs 
into the community; or a complete 
and immediate integration of Arabs 
into all spheres of life. 

The majority of Jewish students 
favoured the second and first option 
while the Arabs preferred the third 
and second alternatives. 

Ho fman concluded that the meet- 
ings between Jewish and Arab chil- 
dren did go a long way towards 
improving mutual understanding 
and tolerance. 

But he stressed that the format of 
the meetings did not take into 
account the political issues which 
separate Jews and Arabs, and 
tended to concentrate on personal 
attitudes and relationships. 

He felt the only way to bridge the 
gap would be to tackle the political 
problems directly in the meetings. 

Over the summer. Education 
Minister Yitzhak Navon battled with 
religious officials in his ministry and 
with the chief rabbis, who oppose 
meetings between Jewish and Arab 
schoolchildren which Navon was 
promoting.

Funeral held for man killed 
by Civil Defence officer

Gideon Eflon, 40, who was shot to 
death by a Cfvfl Defence officer in 
Jerusalem on Tuesday night, was 
buried yesterday. Among those at 
his funeral in the Kiiyat Shaul 
cemetery near Tel Aviv were Depu- 
ty Premier David Levy and Likud 
MK Yehoshua Matza, . a former 
Jerusalem city council member. 

The murder suspect, reportedly 
hospitalized for psychiatric prob- 
lems several years ago, is being held 
at the Russian compound and is 
undergoing psychiatric tests. Police 
reported that he is not cooperating. 

Eiloa, an Em Kerem resident and 
the father of two young daughters, 
had gone to pick op bis youngest 
child, Keren, at her grandparents, 
Matilda and Daniel Cohen, in the 
Jerusalem neighbourhood of Kiiyat 
Moshe. 

Eilon was accosted by a Gvil De- 
fence officer with the rank of second 
-tieuteoaBj, ,a| approximately -7:45

•’ . “You loot familiar to me,” the 
officer said,, according' to witnesses. 
“You’re a burglar and I'm going to 
arrest you.” 

Eilon resisted, protesting that he 
was there to pick up bis daughter 
who was just up the street at 13 Ben 
Dor, and a struggle ensued. At one 
point neighbours tried to intervene 
with the officer - whom they de- 
scribed as irrational - but were held 


off by warning shots from his Uzi. 
Eilon offered his watch as security 
and kept insisting that he was to pick 
up his daughter, but to no avail. 

The officer then shot four bullets 
at dose range into Eflon's chest 
. killin g him almost instantly, across 
the street from where his daughter 
was waiting for him, witnesses said. 

Hearing the shots. Hann a Gut- 
stein, a pensioner who lives in the 
building next to the scene of the 
shooting, ran out and screamed, 
“He’s getting away, someone go 
after turn.” 

Han Dryer, 40, a resident of the 
same building, looked out the win- 
dow and saw Eilon lying in a pool of 
blood. He went to help. 

“I thought I’d take him to the 
hospital,” Dryer said. “The officer 
was muttering, ‘a bullet discharged 
by aoddent, it malfunctioned.' Then 
he laid the gun next to the victim's 
head and ran.” 

, . The men caught up with the-offic- 
ex after a brief chase and wrestled 
him to the ground. A Magen David 
ambulance arrived within minutes. 

' but Eilon was dead. 

Eilon is survived by his wife Ayala 
and his daughters Nata, 13, and 
Keren, 9.

Kinneret becoming *the people’s playground’ 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
‘ RAMOT. - Tourism is destined to 
become the third main means of 
- livelihood of kibbutzim and other 
'settlements, Nissim Zvili, head of 
'the Settlement Department of the 
‘World Zionist Organization said. 

“We have come a long way since 
these settlements considered agri- 
culture their main source of income. 
The shift to industry is still going on, 
'bur many settlements can adjust 
easier to tourism than toindustry.” 

Zvih was speaking on Tuesday 
during a tour of the north and north 
eastern shores of the Kinneret. 

■ These settlements would cater 
mainly to popular Israeli tourism, 
and most hotels or recreational vil- 
lages would be of three stars or less. 
.They would be financed by the set- 


tlements, the WZO, the Jewish 
Agency, and the government. 

“We will welcome private and 
foreign investments, but we feel that 
the latter should concentrate on four 
and five star hotels. 

Zvili visualized the Kinneret as 
the future “popular playground” of 
Israel. “It will be an integrated re- 
creational area; swimming and 
fishing in Lake Kinneret, water and 
land sports, picnic parks, historical 
sightseeing tours and evening enter- 
tainment There should be some- 
thing here to keep a person active 
from early morning to late at night” 

An example of four such tourist 
sites was shown by Moshe Goralik, 
head of the northern district of the 
settlement department, on a sight- 
seeing tour. 


Near Kfar Nahum at Amnon Bay, 
heavy earth-moving equipment is 
preparing the infrastructure for a 
manna, park and other facilities on a 
2.5 kilometre strip of shore. Further 
south there is a 4-kilometre strip set 
aside for a nature reserve. Then 
follows a 9-kilometre strip of shore, 
including a new tourist site called 
Konar, which is now being built, 
followed by Hof Hagol an/Lona Gal, 
and Raxnot. 

Goralik said these projects would, 
provide jobs afor about 380 persons. 
He said that $21. 2m. is being in- 
vested here: about $7m. from the 
WZO; about $9m. from the Ministry 
of Tourism, and the rest from the 
Jewish Agency and the settlements 
themselves.

ledgeable on the subject of Aids 
abroad, went out of his way to stress 
that “there are unconfirmed reports 
of the possibility of health workers 
contacting Aids. There have been, 
he averred, two cases of health 
workers in the U.S. and one of a 
female British nurse, contracting 
Aids. 

A recent article in Newsweek said 
that “only one per cent of the health 
care workers who come into contact 
with secretions from Aids victims 
have shown evidence of the expo- 
sure.” 

MEANWHILE, PLACES dealing 
with homosexuals or with Aids pa- 
tients* blood are taking special pie-, 
cautions on their own initiative. At 
Rebovot’s Kaplan hospital, where 
research on Aids and homosexuals 
in Israel is now taking place, they 
fear that they will not be able to 
continue their work. There is a shor- 
. fop*- of funds, but in addition, labor- 
atories around the world dealing 
with Aids are now required to equip 
themselves to meet the very rigorous 
safety measures requested by the 
Public Health Institute in the U.S. 
Neither the Weizman Institute, 
where much of the testing of the 
camples from Kaplan is done or the 
hospital itself have the funds to pay 
for these safety measures, the hos- 
pital officials say . 

The Health Ministry’s current 
safety directives are not so severe - 
and today; according to Prof. Hand- 
ad of Kaplan Hospfcal,. these direc- 


tives are not sufficiency rigorous any- 
■ more. “So our work in Israel may 
just have to stop - we can’t possibly 
equip ourselves adequately in line 
with the new safety demands advo- 
cated in the U.S.” 

The Weizmann Institute has de- 
cided, nevertheless, to continue test- 
ing, according to Prof. Michel Re- 
vel, head of its virology department. 

At Jerusalem’s Hadassah Hospit- 
al, fan Kerem, there is as yet no 
general screening of blood for Aids 
virus, but the bospitaHs, from this 
month, testing blood of patients for 
the Aids virus if they show symptoms 
of the disease. 

Meanwhile, local health care per- 
sonnel are worried but in no way 
panicking. There has been none of 
the hysteria such as was evidenced in 
Britain, for example, where fire- 
men, ambulance crews and first aid- 
ers have announced that they will no 
longer give direct mouth to mouth 
resuscitation to injured men. 

According to Prof. Yehuda 
Danon, bead of Beilinson Hospital, 
who has had four Aids patients in his 
hospital’s care (two men, who have 
since died, and two children who 
contacted Aids through a contamin- 
ated supply of Factor 8 blood im- 
ported from the U.S.), his health 
workers are not panicking. “They’re 
not anxious to deal with Aids pa- 
tients — but they do. After all, basic 
sanitary care is successful - plain 
household Economica kills the Aids 
virus,” he concluded.

Ethiopian Jews to step up 
protest against chief rabbis

The protest by Ethiopian Jews 
opposite the Chief Rabbinate in 
Jerusalem is likely to intensify, with 
wives and children joining the men. 
who now number several hundred. 

Ethiopian immigrants in (he south 
have stopped attending Hebrew 
classes and have prevented their chil- 
dren from going to school, also in 
protest against the insistence of the 
Chief Rabbinate that they undergo a 
symbolic conversion ceremony be- 
fore marriage. With ulpan classes 
idle, the Education Ministry has in- 
structed teachers at absorption cen- 
tres in the south to take leave with- 
out pay until further notice. 

Religious Affairs Ministry 
Director-General Moshe Solomon, 
who was named by Prime Minister 
Peres to deal with the issue, met with 
representatives of the protesters in 
Jerusalem yesterday. He offered to 
set up a committee to iron out the 
problems, with three representatives 
of the Ethiopian Jews and three of 
the Chief Rabbinate. But the Ethio- 
pians rejected the plan. 

“They only want to hear that the 
rabbinate has abolished the immer- 
sion (the symbolic conversion cere- 
mony which the Ethiopians say is 
humiliating),” deputy director- 
general Ze'ev Rosenberg said. 
Rosenberg also said that plans to set 


up a special rabbinical court to deal 
with the problems of Ethiopian Jew- 
ry are going ahead despite the pro- 
tect. 

Shlomo Akale. one of the leaders 
of the demonstrators, said lost night 
that the men camping out across 
from the Chief Rabbinate, at Hcchal 
Shlomo. had decided to summon 
their wives and children to join 
them. Yesterday institutions and in- 
dividuals continued to bring food 
and blankets to the protesters. A 
local bakery brought a large supply 
of bread. 

him repons that some Ethiopian 
Jews have beaten their children for 
trying to sneak out of the ubsofption 
centre to go to school. The immig- 
rants are also boycotting absorption 
centre activities. 

The presence of the striking 
Ethiopian Jewish immigrants has 
been felt in shopping centres and 
streets of tow'ns in the south.

Eleven of 
the 15 kesim in Israel support the 
Chief Rabbinate. 


Israel to slash Mexican oil 
imports as of this January

Israel is to drastically reduce its oil 
purchases from Mexico following 
Mexico's failure to buy an agreed 
amount of Israli exports. Energy 
Minister Mosbe Shahal announced 
yesterday. Shahal also said he is 
cancelling his planned trip to Mexico 
in November. 

“Mexico’s imports from Israel are 
less than called for by the spirit of the 
agreement,” Shahal said in a state- 
ment. “Israel therefore cannot 
ignore the resulting negative trade 
balance and the high cost of shipping 
oil over such a distance.” 

During Shahal's visit to Mexico 
earlier this year, his hosts signed an 
agreement com mi ting Mexico to buy 
$100 milli on worth of Israeli goods 
each year. This followed a 10-year 


imbalance during which Israel 
purchased some S4 billion worth of 
crude oil and Mexico bought $75m. 
worth of Israeli goods. 

This year, despite the agreement, 
Israel has purchased nearly $700m. 
of Mexican oil compared to Mexico's 
purchase of less than $3m. of Israeli 
products. 

An Energy Ministry spokesman 
stressed that Israel would continue 
to purchase its agreed amount of 
Mexican oil through the end of the 
year. But when the Mexican contract 
comes up for renewal in January,' 
Israel would reduce its order “con- 
siderably,” he said. 

Shahal pointed out that Israel has 
cheaper alternative sources of oil. 
and rhat negotiations are under way 
to conclude barter agreements on an 
“exports-for-oU” basis. 


HebrewU. develops new seed artichokes 


New varieties of artichokes and 
methods for growing them have 
been developed by scientists at the 
Hebrew University of Jerasalpm, 
the university spokesman

~ Yehuda Basnitzki and Prof. 
Daniel Zohary of the Department of 
Genetics at the University's Alexan- 
der Sflberman Institute of Life Sci- 
ences have succeeded in breeding 
seed-propagated varieties of 
artichokes. 


Until now. the artichoke has 
generally been propagated by plant- 
ing cuttings. With the new techni- 
ques, artichokes can now be treated 
as any other annual, seed-sown 
vegetable. The result is a one-third 
saving in labour costs without loss of 
quality or yields. 

The scientists’ work has concen- 
trated on the globe artichoke, a 
vegetable so far consumed mainly in 
France. Spain and Italy.

Satellite, comet in dose encounter offost kind 


GREENBELT, Mainland (AP). - 
An American satellite, sending a 
constant stream of valuable data, 
sliced through the tail of a comet 
yesterday- the first encounter of a 
man-made object with the most 
mysterious body in the solar system. 
The satellite emerged intact. 

"We have successfully gone 
through the tail of a comet for the 
first time in history,” said Jim Elliott 
of the Goddard Space Flight Centre 
in this Washington suburb. 

"Everything is looking good,” he 
said of the encounter 70 million 
kilometres from earth. 

Scientists were surprised at indica- 
tions that the satellite spent 18 mi- 
nutes crossing the tail of the cornet 
Giacobini-Zinner. The trip was ex- 
pected to take only five minutes or 
so. Indications from the satellite 
were that the tail was about 


22.500km. wide, instead of the 
4,800km. scientists had calculated. 

“The plasma tail may be five to six 
times larger than expected." said 
Mai Niedner, a comet scientist. 

Plasma is composed of electrically 
charged particles of gas forming one 
of two tails that trail the comet's 
head when it is near the sun. 

Steve Maran. a senior Goddard 
scientist, said, “the biggest surprise 
in the early data is that the plasma 
was much more turbulent, both in 
time and space" than experts had 
expected. 

A comet’s other tail is composed 
of dust and scientists had worried 
that small particles might cloud the 
satellite’s solar power cells, reducing 
the electrical output needed to trans- 
mit data back to earth. 

But James Begg, director of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 


Administration, said after the en- 
counter that “the "spacecraft came 
through healthy and that pleases US. 
We expected to have some difficulty 
coming through the dust because we 
didn't know the size of the particles. 

“If we had come across any pieces 
the size of gravel, it could have killed 
the spacecraft. But we didn't and the 
satellite is fine." 

The satellite had travelled seven 
years and more than 1.6 b illi on km. 
toward its encounter. It crossed the 
comet's tail an estimated 7,880km. 
behind it's icy nucleus.

Rioting in UK spreads to Liverpool 


BIRMINGHAM (Reuter). - Police 
arrested nearly 100 people in a 
second night of rioting in Birming- 
ham as scattered violence spread 
north yesterday to the city of Liver- 
pool. 

Gangs of mainly black youths 
roamed the Hands worth area of 
Birmingham, Britain's second city, 
setting cars ablaze, smashing shop 
windows and hurling bricks and bot- 
tles at helmeted riot police, a police 
spokesman said. 

Violence flared later in a Birming- 
ham court when 67 youths arrested 
in Monday's riots appeared before 
magistrates. Several policemen and 
court officials were knocked to the 
ground. 

In Liverpool’s poor Toxteth area, 
a gang of about 40 black and white 
youths bombarded passing cars with 
bricks and stones for three hours 
before they were dispersed, police 
there said. 


Prime Minister Hiatcher, mean- 
while. said unemployment did not 
cause the riot in Handsworth. where 
more than 55 per cent of the work 
force is oat of a job, and she char- 
acterized her critics on the issue as 
“moaning missies.'' 

“I can’t do everything,” she said in 
the northeast town of Wallsend in 
response to attacks on her failure to 
reduce record unemployment. 

More than 40 people were injured 
and 92 were arrested in Birming- 
ham's second night of rioting, the 
area's police chief told reporters. 

But he said it was on a much 
smaller scale than Monday’s upheav- ■ 
al when several hunched youths ram- 
paged almost unchecked through 
Handsworth’s run-down streets. 

He said authorities yesterday 
established that the final death toll 
from the rioting was two. both Asian 
men who suffocated in Handsworth 
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post office when it was torched by 
the rioters. 

The violence on Monday was the 
worst rioting in Britain since 1 98 1, 
when more than 20 cities erupted in 
street fighting involving thousands 
of blacks and whites. 

Home Secretary Douglas Hurd, 
who on Monday had to flee a hail of 
bricks and bottles in Handsworth. 
said yesterday he opposed any “full- 
blooded judicial inquiry" into the 
riots, whch he described in a radio 
interview as “crime - it is not social 
frustration." 

But residents said resentment hud 
been building up for months in 
Handsworth where they said crime 
and drug abuse among the unem- 
ployed are rampant. 

Of 1,434 teenagers who left school 
last July, only 99 found jobs and only 
eight of those were black, according 
to a local newspaper survey. 


Daughter of 
Salvadoran 
president 
kidnapped . 

SAN SALVADOR' (Reuter). - 
Gunmen kidnapped the eldest 
daughter of Salvadorian President 
Jose ‘lapojeon Duarte but by late 
Tuesday night the kidnappers had 
not been identified. 

“We have do idea who is behind 
the abduction and we have had no 
word from the kidnappers,” pres- 
idential aide Juho Rey Prendes told 
a news conference. He added that 
Duarte was too distraught to meet 
reporters. 

Rey Prendes said lues Guadalupe 
Duarte, 35, a radio news controller 
and journalism student, was forced 
into a car as she arrived for classes at 
the private San Carlos University in 
the capital. 

Her driver was shot dead and a 
bodyguard seriously wounded in the 
attack involving from three to eight 
men, be said. 

There was speculation that the 
abduction was carried out by left- 
wing guerrillas who bave been fight- 
ing to overthrow £1 Salvador’s U.S.- 
backed government for six years. 

But the insurgents’ Radio 
Venceremos, usually quick to claim 
responsibility for blows against foe 
government, failed to mention the 
kidnapping in a broadcast yesterday 
morning. 

Duarte, who took office last June 
as El Salvador's first freely elected 
president in 50 years, has tried to end 
foe deep social, economic and polL 
deal injustices at the roots of his 
country's dvil war. 


Mitterrand to visit 
Pacific nuclear test site 

PARIS (AP). - President Francois 
Mitterrand is due to leave today for 
the French cudear testing site at 
Mururoa Atoll, dramatically reaf- 
firming France’s intention to con- 
tinue its experiments in foe South 
Pacific despite rising protests. 

The French president is under 
increasing pressure from both en- 
vironmentalists, who fear radiation 
leakages from foe underground ex- 
plosions, and countries in foe region 
who want to declare a nod ear-free 
zone in foe Pacific basin. 

The visit ostensibly is to preside 
over foe first meeting Friday of foe 
newly created coordination commit- 
tee for the Sooth Pacific, but there is 
little doubt that the trip is aimed at 
forcefully emphasizing France's role 
in the region. 

Officials hastened to point out 
that the president’s trip was not 
related to action by the Greenpeace 
environmental organization, which 
is sending a fleet of protest ships to 
Mururoa for the series of tests ex- 
pected this fall. 

France has been embarrassed by a 
scandal involving its espionage 
agents accused of sinking foe Green- 
peace ship Rainbow Warrior on July 
10 in Auckland, New Zealand. One 
person died in foe bombing. Two 
French agents are in jail in New 
Zealand charged with murder, arson 
and conspiracy, and arrest warrants 
have been issued for three others. 


Koch wins primary 

NEW YORK (AP). - Mayor Ed- 
ward Koch scored an overwhelming 
victory Tuesday night in a Democra- 
tic primary race , taking a major step 
toward a third term as mayor of a city 
he took over in the throes of foe 
1970s fiscal crisis. 

Koch is (Seeking to become the 
third New York City mayor in 170 
years to be elected three times. 

With 16 per cent of foe ballots 
counted, Koch had 72 percent of foe 
votes to 16 per cent for city council 
president Carol Bellamy and 8 per 
cent for assemblyman Herman Far- 
rell Jr, 


Iran captures 
Chinese ship 

TEHERAN (Reuter). - Iranian 
naval units seized a Chinese cargo 
ship yesterday, the fifth vessel Iran 
has reported intercepting in foe Per- 
sian Gulf this month, foe national 
news agency Irna reported. 

It also said an Iraqi jet was shot 
down yesterday by missiles while 
raiding Kbarg Island. Iraq, which 
said foe attack was foe ninth in less 
than a month, denied foe claim. Irna 
said foe Iraqi jets dropped their 
bombs into the sea.

T anks in central Bangkok 
spark rumours of new coup 


BANGKOK (Reuter). - Tanks rum- 
bled through the streets of Bangkok 
yesterday sparking rumours - denied 
by foe government - that Thailand's 
second coup attempt of the week was 
under way. 

A government spokesman . de- 
scribed the movement of the tanks 
towards Government House as “a 
normal security alert” following 
Monday’s failed coup and said there 
was no cause for alarm. 

A Radio Thailand official said 
about 12 tanks were near Govern- 
ment House. Their appearance 
prompted anxious telephone calls to 
newspapers from foe public. Radio 
stations were broadcasting normal- 
ly* _ . 

A senior cabinet official said in- 
vestigations into Monday’s attempt - 
in which five people were killed and 
59 wounded - were going on at 
Supreme Command Headquarters 


near Government House. 

The tanks were there “to ensure 
no disruption in foe proceedings," 
he said. 

Monday’s attempt ended with up 
to 500 rebels who hijacked 22 tanks 
surrendering to loyalist forces. Their 
leader, cashiered colonel Manoon 
Roopkachorn, who was involved in a 
failed coup in -1981, fled to Singa- 
pore. 

Singapore yesterday acknow- 
ledged for the first time that he had 
arrived there and said that arrange- 
ments were being made for his de- 
parture. There was no indication 
where he would go but diplomats in 
Singapore said he was seeking asy- 
lum in the U.S. 

There was no word on foe where- 
abouts of Manoon s brother, wing 
commander Manas Roopkachorn, 
who also fled after the coup attempt. 
Press reports said he went to Burma. 


Turks to immunize 5 million children 


ANKARA (Reuter). - President 
Kenan Evren launched a campaign 
yesterday to immunize five million 
children up to foe age of five in a bid 
to cut the child-mortality rate. 

In what foe UN Children's Fund 
(Unicef), foe campaign’s 'backers, 
called foe largest scheme of its kind, 
foe children will be inoculated over 
the next three months against 
measles, polio, tetanus, whooping 
cough and diphteria. 

Evren gave polio vaccine to two 


children aged six months and 18 
months at Ankara's Hacetteppe 
University Hospital and said in a 
speech: “Children are the security of 
our future. If we cannot keep them 
bealthy, they cannot fill that role." 

Unicef figures put Turkey among 
countries with “very high" infant 
mortality at 110 deaths in the first 
year of life per 1.000 births. In 
comparison, Kenya's level is 80 and 
Sweden's, the lowest, seven. 


West German convicted of spying 


KOBLENZ, West Germany (Reu- 
ter). - A former senior border-police • 
official, denounced by his wife as a 
spy for East Germany, was sent- 
enced yesterday to five years and six 
months in prison. 

Franz Roski, 36, who had confes- 
sed at his two-week trial to having 
worked as an East German agent for 
13 years, sat impassively as foe ver- 
dict was read out in foe Koblenz 
Regional High Court. 

He was found guilty .of seriously 
compromising national security by 
passing on to East Berlin confiden- 


tial documents on border police op- 
erations Berlin and on tbe force’s 
links with West German secret ser- 
vices. 

Roski worked at the Interior 
Ministry from April 1982 until 
his promotion in February 1983 to 
the post of a-section chief at border- 
police headquarters in Koblenz. . 

He has been in custody since July 
1984 when his wife Sylvie, a 27-year- 
old French Jehovah’s Witness, de- 
nounced him to police because of 
religions scruples. 


Murderer executed by injection in Texas 


HUNTSVILLE, Texas (Reuter). - 
Charles Rumbaugh, convicted of 
murdering a jeweler during a 1975. 
robbery which netted only S54, was 
executed by injection yesterday, 
prison officials said. 

Rumbaugh, 28, had earlier this 
year ordered lawyers not to appeal. 


The execution had twice been post- 
poned on appeal. 

Prison officials said Rumbaugh 
had built a tiny coffin of matchsticks 
and requested that his cremated re- 
mains be placed in it for burial. 

Rumbaugh was foe sixth prisoner 
executed this year in Texas. 


New Bahrain warship has gold faucets 


PORTSMOUTH (AP). - The 
newest warship built in Britain fea- 
tures an oval bed, sunken bath with 
taps of 22 carat gold, a Danish hi-fi 
system piping music throughout and 
television rising out of the cabin 
floor. 

The 30-metre vessel is a fast patrol 
boat built for the navy of oil-rich 
Bahrain by Souters of Cowes on the 
Isle of Wight at a cost of £1.7 million. 

Souters said yesterday foe boat is 
likely to be used only by one of foe 
“very senior ministers” of the tiny 
Gulf sheikhdom. 


The vessel has the usual military 
fittings, like a 20-millimetre gun and 
anti-aircraft missies. 

■ But the bridge roof is lined with 
gray suede, public rooms have cream 
leather seats and blue carpets and 
there is West German furniture and 
kitchen equipment.

“The women’s division of Yeshi- 
vat Darche Noam last year started as 
a half-day afternoon programme, 
mostly for single women but also 
some .married women who come 
from English-speaking countries,” 
says Holly Pavlov, mother of six 


THE PRIME Minister's office this 
week launched a training course for 
women who will be responsible for 
dealing with women’s status in gov- 
ernment offices. The trainees, em- 
ployees of the ministries and offices 
they represent, Were appointed by 
their directors general to take part in 
this unique 12-week course in Jeru- 
salem. 

The course, which will focus on 
developing strategies to overcome 
female-specific problems in the 
workplace, was initiated by Dr. Nit- 
za Shapira-Libai, advisor to the 
prime minister on the status of 


children (aged eight months to 13 
years) who is director of the division. 

As a result of the programme's 
success, the yeshiva has decided to 
invest $35,000 of its meagre re- 
sources and expand it into an all-day 
programme. 

Last year, the women studied Pen- 
tateuch, the Prophets. Midrash,

All students must take a grapholo-

“No other women's programme 
offers such intellectual and personal 
growth.” says Pavlov, who studied at 
Yeshiva University's Stem College 
for Women and at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity of Jerusalem. 

Although the participants do not 
study Talmud, they pair up hcvruta - 
style as men studying the Talmud do, 
in order to review what they have 
learned. 


One-woman Committees 

A new course is being offered to a group of women who will be working 
tofurtherthe status of their female co-workers, writes Patricia Golan.

“Some of the women worked 
abroad and saved up anough money 
to study fulltime.” explains Pavlov, 
when asked how the women can 
afford all-day learning. Others are 
married and their husbands approve 
of the intensive study. Students are 
asked to pay towards tuition; if they 
can’t afford it. they receive a loan 
that they may pay back. 

One’student who is a weaver paid 
her tuition in the form of an ark 


institution which conducts various 
courses for women related to 
advancement at work, re-entry into 
the job market, and assertiveness 
training. (See article this page.) 

The plan for the course was pre- 
sented by Shapira-Libai at the 
women's conference in Nairobi, 
where it was accepted international- 
ly as an educational strategy for the 
advancement of women in govern- 
ment. 

In order to be effective in this 
newly designated role of “appointee 
on women's problems.’’ the women 
must be able to deal with stress, and

must know how to negotiate, how to 
push an idea and how to organize. 
Personal consciousness-raising and 
role-playing form part of the course. 

“These women must learn how to 
operare for the benefit of women 
within the existing hierarchy," ex- 
plained Nora trainer Rivka Nardi. 
"The role women create in this 
course will, we hope, be a model for 
future generations." 

“To change the existing situa- 
tion," said Shapira-Libai, “we must 
first educate women. If they don't 
demand their rights, men are cer- 
tainly not going to grant them." 
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WHEN THINGS got on top of 
Ibsen's Nora, she shimmed the door 
of ber doll’s house behind her and 
fled, leaving her bewildered hus- 
band to buy the macaroons and mind 
the children. Over a hundred years 
later, the new Noras - the women of 
the Eighties - still face the same 
dilemmas. Careers still come at the 
cost of cleaning the carpets and the 
curtains, and setf- fulfilment some- 
times vies with family needs. 

But today another Nora is helping 
women to face these difficulties, and 
to choose their own course with 
confidence. "We believe that 
through education and new methods 
of coping, women can make the best 
choice for themselves, without hav- 
ing to rebel. " says Nadine Hollan- 
der. one of the founding members of 
theNora Study and Research Centre 
for Women. 

Nora - a Hebrew acronym for the 
names of its creators - aims to 
heighten the consciousness*of 
women about the problems they 
face, and to provide them with the 
knowledge and skills to cope. 
Nadine Hollander, who has a Mas- 
ter’s in educational research, Varda 
Mnhlbauer, doctor of clinical 
psychology and specialist in the 
psychology of women, Rivka Nardi, 
with a Master's in adult education 
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and Hadassa Wassertsug, a social 
worker, founded the centre in April 
1983. Since then hundreds of 
women, and a few men, have com- 
pleted courses including Assertive- 
ness Tr aining , Problem Solving and 
Decision Making, Communicating 
and Social Skills for Single Women, 
and Techniques of Stress Reduction. 

The main difference between the 
ways in which men and women cope 
with major decisions and problems 
in their lives stems from the process 
of socialization, which begins in ear- 
ly childhood, according to Wasser- 
tsug. 

“For example we run workshops 
for men and women, and we start by 
asking them what expectations of 
them their parents had. Eighty per 
cent of the men say that as children, 
they were told to succeed. Girls had 
to listen to mommy and daddy, be 
good, come home early and take 
care of themselves, and at most be 
diligent pupils. To succeed didn't 
come into it at all.” 

This doesn’t mean that men live 
stress-free lives happily ever after. 
They worry about not succeeding, 
about not reaching the top- But 
women worry about what kind of 
women they are and why they want 
to work, they fear for their feminin- 
ity; they fear for their families. “We 
try to show each woman how to find 
her way,” explains Hollander, “to 
decide where she wants to go, what 
her priorities are, and how to 
achieve them." 

Paradoxically, Hollander adds, 
the higher a woman’s education is.

the more problems she usually en- 
counters in the workplace, as her 
ambitions outstrip her opportuni- 
ties. Even when the role ostensibly 
allows equal pay for equal work, 
Hollander maintains that incentives 
and promotions often ensure that 
men remain the managers. She 
notes, for example, that car allo- 
wances are sometimes given to men 
even when women are equally de- 
serving drivers. According to her 
women in Israel are still not angry 
enough about their situation, and 
have to push harder for improve- 
ments. 

Teaching them how to push, albeit 
politely, and how to stand up for 
their, rights, is the .business of the 
centre. Nora graduates include 
women in management and women 
on moshavim, in computers, the civil 
service, housewives happy to remain 
at home and some who are itching to 
work. Tbe women register privately 
or through the auspices of organiza- 
tions such as Wizo, the Jewish Agen- 
cy, the Kibbutz Movement or the 
Israel Centre for Management- Cer- 
tain places of work, such as Tadiran, 
organize seminars for their staff. 

Most courses run for about 40 
hours, and cost IS1 80,000. Because 
the institution is a private company. 
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it receives no grants from the gov- 
ernment or other educational 
bodies. However, Nora is now nego- 
tiating with Prof. Alice Shalvi, head 
of tbe Israeli Women's Lobby, about 
financing a scholarship fund for 
women who don't have enough 
money to pay the fee. 

The study centre for women caters 
to a very real need, according to its 
staff. Participants in the three- 
month courses discuss their indi- 
vidual experiences with the rest of 
the group, which usually consists of 
about 15 people. Thus in the first few 
sessions of the “Problem Solving and 
Derision-Making” programme, the 
coordinator and tbe group help each 
person to pinpoint exactly what it is 
that she has to decide. “Fifty per 
cent of the work is defining the 
problem," explains Wassertsug. 
“Once someone has decided, let’s 
say, that she wants to change her 
work, and she understands why. she 
wants that, we are halfway there.” 

The group then discusses 'the 
alternatives open to each participant 
in order to achieve her aims. Then 
comes the choice. And finally the 
feed-back - deciding whether the 
derision was a good one. 

Women learn to cope with stress 
in a variety of ways - counting to 10. 
slowly, breathing deeply and realiz- 
ing that tension is an inevitable ele- 
ment of life. Most important they 
learn to examine stereotypes and 
reject prejudiced views, and discov- 
er the values and beliefs that they- 
themselves hold dear. Through role 
play, group discussions and sear- 
ching looks at themselves, partici- 
pants acquire the tools to decide, 
where they are going, and how to get 
there. 

A recent Nora programme in Ness 
Triona prepared participants to en- 
ter the workplace for the first time, 
and then arranged jobs for them in 
cooperation with the Ministry of 
.Labour and Project Renewal. 

’ Wassertsug recounts satisfying 
stories of participants who find new 
- direction during the courses, lose . 
weight as they gain confidence and 
enter the marketplace afresh, foil of 
new energy. 


Hollander says she is satisfied with 
the achievements of Nora in the 
years it has existed. “We are de- 
finitely on tbe map in Israel, and we 
have become connected with all 


issues concerning women here,” she 
says. Hollander, together with her 
colleagues travels the length and 
breadth of the country, giving work- 
shops and seminars from Jerusalem 
to the Jordan Valley, and going as 
far as the Galilee. Nora has also 
worked' with soldiers, although 
financial difficulties in the defence 
budget have curtailed army activities 
of this kind. 

Economic woes in general are 


propelling more and more women 
into the workplace, with the con- 
comitant conflicts that this creates. 
More than ever, claims Wassertsug. 
the motto "Women, the only avail- 
able Jewish workforce in Israel,” 
holds true: And more than ever 
women must be given the tools to 
work well.

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The deadline for pensioners to decide about their ‘arrangement’ shares is October 1 

Gov’t expects 80-90% of funds to be reinvested

TEL AVIV. - There are only 13 
banking days until October 1. when 
pensioners holding "arrangement” 1 
shares in special two-year blocked 
accounts must make up their minds 
. what to do with these funds, which 
come up for redemption on October 
31. 

Yehuda Drori, Commissioner of 
Capital Markets, said yesterday that 
he was afraid there might be a rush 
by pensioners at the end of this 
month, imposing a burden on bank* 
ing staffs, who would not have the 
time to advise them properly. 
Moreover, due to the holiday period 
the banks would on several days be 
open only half a day. although most 
banks were planning to be open 
beyond regular hours on full banking 
days to handle the flood of custom- 
ers. 

“It would be best for pensioners to 
go to their banks as soon as possible, 
to study the various proposals and 
make up their minds," Drori said. 

Some 150.000 pensioners are reg- 
istered in the special scheme under 
which they will receive the full dollar 
value of their "arrangement'' shares 
on October 31 , and not several years 
later, as is the case with the rest of 
the public. 

These 150.000 pensioners hold ab- 
out 5700 million in “arrangement" 
shares. (Former reports of $670m. 
did not take all accumulated interest 
into account). 

When the agreement with them 
was made at the end of 1983, each 
pensioner was limited to a total of 
57,000 in any one share, but many 
held several different shares. Sixteen 
shares were in the “arrangement." 
but only about half were included in 
the scheme for pensioners - men 


above 65 and women above 60. 

So far, according to reports Drori 
had received frorn one large bank, 
only about 20% of customers have 
made up their minds. Some banks 
allow customers to change their 
minds after signing until October 1; 
others do not. 

It emerges from those who have 
already informed the bank of their 
intention, that about 15% say they 
want to join one of the three schemes 
offered by the Finance Ministry. But 
the percentage has gradually dou- 
bled. At present, about one-fourth 
want to join one or another of the 
schemes, or a combination of them. 

Drori warned that “any pensioner 
who does not give instructions to his 
bank before October 1 will auto- 
matically have his shares frozen for 
another two years." 

These are the alternatives a pen- 
sioner has: 

If be gives no instructions to his 
bank, his “arrangement' 'shares will 
be frozen for another two years. This 
will mean a considerable loss of 
money, since the redemption price 
he will receive in two years is the 
same he will receive on October 31. 
although interest will make a slight 
difference. 

The second option is to inform his 
bank that he wants his money in cash 
on October 31. He can then either 
spend it or reinvest it in another 
form: 

The third alternative is to opt 1 for 
one of the three savings schemes 
offered by the Finance Ministry. 

The Kidron scheme links the 
money redeemed to the index in the 
form of bonds and pays a monthly 
income of 1.85% of the value of the 
money. If this plan is chosen, the 
shares can be redeemed only after an 
initial period of two years, (in all or 


in part) and then they can be re- 
deemed at the end of each subse- 
quent year. 

The Dan scheme links the money 
to the dollar and pays interest of 1% 
above current dollar-linked saving 
schemes, but not less than 8.5% a 
year. (Interest will not be paid for 
the first six months). Under the Dan 
scheme, the funds (or rather the new 
bonds) can be redeemed every half 
year . At the end of five years anyone 
still holding them can receive either 
interest of S-5% linked to the dollar, 
or 3% linked to the index, whichever 
is higher. 

Under the Shiloah scheme, the 
bonds will bear monthly interest of 
2% linked to the dollar, a percentage 
rate so high that it erodes the total 
capital by the end of five years. 
Bonds can be redeemed once a year. 
The initial investment in Shiloah 
must be. at least $2400. 

Drori presented a table showing 
bow a pensioner could link the Shi- 
loah and Dan schemes in different 
proportions, and enjoy both a 
monthly income and still (in some 
cases) have considerable capital left 
at the end of five years. 

For example, if a person invested 
33% in Shiloah and 67% in Dan, he 
would receive a monthly income of 
0.67% of his capital, and at the end 
of five years still have all his capital 
intact. 

If he invested 50% in Shiloah and 
the rem aining 50% in Dan, he would 
receive a monthly income of 1% of 
his capital, but at the end of five 
years would have only 75% of his 
capital left. 

If he invested 100% in Shiloab-and 
nothing in Dan, he would receive a 
monthly income of 2% but would 
have eaten up, ail his capital, to the 
last shekel, at the end of five years. 


Drori admitted that with the pre- 
sent yield on "arrangement shares” 
the best investment would be for 
pensioners to cash in on their shares 
on October 31 and then go out and 
buy “arrangement” shares, since to- 
day they were paying an annual 
interest of 16%. 

However, he added “nobody 
knows what interest they will be 
paying on October 31." Only a short 
time ago they were paying much less 
than 16%. 

The banks will charge no fee for 
anyone investing in any one of the 
three government-sponsored 
schemes, nor will they charge any fee 
for m a n ag ing them. Those redeem- 
ing their “arrangement" shares in 
cash will have to pay a small fee, 
about 1% or 2% per thousand. 

“What is important is that a pen- 
sioner make Up his min d to talci* out 
of the three government-schemes 
(Dan, Shiloah, Kidron). He can 
makeout his will in regard to them at 
the same time, thus avoiding the 
regular legal procedure if he should 
pass away during the life of the 
scheme/ 7 Drori noted. 

If the special “arrangement” 
shares for pensioners were in a joint 
bank account, with one of the part- 
ners not being a pensioner, does the 
non-p nsiouer have to sign also in 
deriding what to do with the funds? 

According to Moshe Sagi, head of 
savings schemes in the Finance 
Ministry, the non-pensioner does 
not have to sign. “Logic dictates that 
if the ‘arrangement shares were 
placed in the special blocked 
account, they were recognized as 
belonging to the pensioner partner, 
and thus only he has to si g n ” 

Drori pointed out that there had 
been some discussion about extend- 
ing the deadline for pensioners to 
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make up their mind to October 15. 
but this proposal had been rejected, 
he said, as providing no definite 
. benefit to pensioners. 

Moreover, the authorities had re- 
jected a request by the banks to 
allow pensioners to keep their 
“arrangement" shares in the'fonn of 
“arrangement" shares, but provid- 
ing a somewhat higher yield when 
they were redeemed in the future. 
This had also been rejected. 

Drori said he expected the banks 
to come out with a number of attrac- 
tive savings schemes themselves on 
October 31. But he did not believe 
that any scheme would be as favour- 
able as the one provided by the 
government itself. 

“We expect that between 80% 
and 90% of the ‘arrangement* 
shares will be reinvested in one form 
or another. We do not expect the 
country to be flooded with hundreds 
of millions of dollars on October 
31/’ Drori said.

ments. he said. 

Apart from selling two obsolete 
ships, Morgenstem said there were 
no immediate plans for reducing 
Zim's fleet, which consists of 32 
Israeli-registered ships and a further 
eight sailing under flags of conveni- 
ence. • 

Morgenstem added that negotia- 
tions were continuing over plans to 
reduce the company's work force as 
part of the overall economy mea- 
sures. but no definite agreements 
had vet been reached.

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Jordan development plan 
to tackle unemployment, 
balance of payment problems 


AMMAN (Reuter). — Jordan hit by 
recession and cuts in Arab aid is 
giving priority to tackling balance of 
payments and employment issues in 
a new multi-billion dollar five-year 
development plan. 

“Our 1986-1990 plan priorities are 
cleaf. We shall give high priority to 
projects which can redress our ba- 
lance of payments as well as to 
schemes which are labour intensive 
and wbicb can create jobs in rural 
areas.” Planning Minister Abdullah 
Nsour told Reuters in an interview. 

“We want to have a solid balance 
of payments position and also to be 
able to face unemployment expected 
from population growth, more 
graduates entering the job market 
and Jordanian workers returning 
from the Gulf." be added. 

He declined to give details or the 
likely cost of the plan, which he said 
was still being drafted, but officials 
said it might involve investments 
totalling 4 billion dinars (Sl0.3b.), 
20% more than the current plan. 

Nsour said , he expected foreign 
governments and financial institu- 
tions td help finance the plan.” “We 
hope they, especially the Arabs, will 
augment their aid,” he added. 

Aid from Arab oil countries has 
fallen below Jordanian expectations 
in recent years, and diplomats said 
prospects of greater assistance 
appeared bleak because of tbe con- 
tinuing weakness of the oil market 

In 1978 the Arab League launched 
a 10-year aid scheme to help Jordan, 
Syria and PLO resist pressures to 
follow Egypt in making peace with 
Israel. Jordan was to receive $1.25b. . 
a year, but has actually been getting 
less than half that amount as donors 


cut their aid in the wake of sharp falls 
in their oil income. 

When the scheme ends in three 
years, Jordan's financial problems 
could deepen - the income helps 
keep its balance of payments in sur- 
plus despite a persistent trade de- 
ficit. 

The overall balance of payments 
showed a 2.2 million dinar (S5.6m.) 
surplus last year, down from 15.4m. 
dinars (S39.6m.) in 1983, despite a 
trade deficit of 778.5m. dinars ($2 
billion). 

Another prop for the' overall ba- 
lance is remittances from Jordanians 
working abroad, which totalled a 
record 403m. dinars (Sib.) last year. 
But officials expect this too to de- 
cline as more jobless Jor danian*: re- 
turn home from the recession-hit 
Gulf. 

The cut in tbe Arab aid has forced 
Jordan into foreign borrowing which 
totalled 2.5b. at end-Maich. 

For the second time in less than a 
year, the government last month 
took measures, including tax incen- 
tives and import curbs, in an attempt 
to narrow the trade gap and spur the 
economy. 

Previously taxable capital gains 
from land sales were fully exempted, 
as well as between 30 and 50% of 
rental income. Finns exporting more 
than 20% of their output now enjoy 
tax rebates of between 10 and 30%. 

Businessmen say that although the 
government stands to lose revenue, 
the measures are positive, for the 
long term, helping to improve the 
trade balance through higher ex- 
ports. 

But one banker added: “Drastic 
import curbs are needed to narrow 
the trade gap."

Offshore bankruptcy 

STOCKHOLM (Reuter). - The 
Swedish offshore group Consafe, the 
world’s largest supplier of service 
and accommodation platforms to the 
oil industry, filed for bankruptcy 
yesterday. 

It took the decision after its main 
creditor, the state-owned shipbuil- 
der Svenska Varv, refused to change: 
the terms on which it would partici- 
pate in a rescue package.

TEL AVIV. - After several days of 
hesitation, the share market yester- 
day scored gains almost across the 
board. Bonds, however, were 
mixed, with index-linked series 
mostly higher and dollar-linked 
mostly lower. 

The share market moved derisive- 
ly higher, with advances swamping 
declines by a margin of almost six to 
one. Over 100 issues gained by 5% 
or more, but only 16 were marked 
“buyers only.” This last fact points 
to the absence of a buying panic and 
indicates that the mutual funds were 
the main source of demand and that 
they withdrew from part of their 
buying orders so as to avoid too 
many “buyers only” situations. 

The volume in the shares was 
higher in tine with the new trend. 
Both the “arrangement” and “free” 
markets benefited from the buying, 
but the mam push was in the heavy 
shares in the free market, which are 
tbe main arena for the mutual funds. 

The best-performing sector on the 
day was the mortgage bank group, 
which advanced almost 7% in the 
wake of good earnings figures from 
Leumi Mortgage and Mishkan. In- 
dustrials and investment companies 
were both up by 2.6% and real estate 
firms gained 3.5%. 

Today will be the last day of 
trading in the current year and the 
market will then be closed until next 
Wednesday.

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Beyond the status quo 


SPORT IN ISRAEL suffered a severe blow this week when 
Raraat Gan Mayor Uri Amit announced a meek surrender to 
the demands of Orthodox politicians that he ban the playing of 
league soccer matches on Saturday at the newly reconstructed 
Ramat Gan stadium. 

The stadium, rebuilt at a cost of many millions of dollars, 
belongs jointly to the Raraat Gan Municipality and the Israel 
Football Association. The contract between them stipulates 
that it can be used for soccer on every day of the week. Not 
using it for league soccer means that it will be a white elephant 
except for very isolated occasions. So why has the mayor 
chosen to disregard the sanctity of contract and the purpose for 
which he spent so much of the taxpayers’ money? 

His argument is that he wants to preserve the status quo. This 
is disingenuous, because he cannot have thought about it 
suddenly, after all these years of building the stadium. Nor is 
the status quo contention borne out by the facts. Soccer has 
been played on Saturdays in almost every town in Israel 
including Ramat Gan, ever since the state was established, and, 
even before then. It has already been played at this very 
stadium - the Intertoto competition was staged there. 

Haim Druckman, the Morasha MK, said openly and honest- 
ly that the issue is not the status quo , but the sanctity of the 
Sabbath as against soccer. This means that the victory in Ramat 
Gan will be followed by similar moves in other cities. 

A strong argument can be made out for Orthodox lovers of 
sport, who never get a chance to see Saturday soccer, and 
would love to see games played on other days. Last year an 
effort was made to get these religious fans out in droves by 
playing some games on Fridays, in Netanya and Jerusalem. 
Very few of them emerged. All that happened is that other fans 
were deprived of the sport they love. 

In order not to conflict with the Sabbath, games had to begin 
at 2 p.m. Many fans, such as the supporters of Betar Jerusalem 
in the Mahane Yehuda market, were still at work. 

The only way to cater for Orthodox faps, by moving sport 
from Saturday to Friday, would be to introduce a five-day-week 
throughout Israel. This may prove to be a very good solution, 
but it is hardly practical at the moment. As things are at 
present, the plea for Friday sport is only a red herring. 

What is most worrying is why Mayor Amit suddenly gave in. 
He had announced earlier that Ramat Gan was not Bnei Brak, 
and that he would fight every inch of the way. It is said that 
pressure came, not only from Shas Interior Minister Yitzhak 
Peretz, but also from Labour Prime Minister Shimon Peres. 

The Football Association has no reason to yield to such 
political pressure. It is to be hoped that they will take 
appropriate measures to enforce their contract.

to an assessment made in Jerusalem. 

Bronfman represents very large 
North American business interests. 
The Russians probably feel that it 
would be wise to have big business 
less hostile to the Soviet Union while 
they are. trying to make political 
gains that would enable them to 
revitalize the Soviet economy. 

As far as Soviet Jews are con- 
cerned, the Russians may feel that 
the American Jewish community is a 
hindrance to current Soviet interest 
m detente because of its persistent 
campaign to free Soviet Jewry. 

This may have given Bronfman 
more clout in meetings with Soviet 
officials, including one scheduled 
meeting with a member of the ruling 
politburo. 

Bronfman's visit took place as 


world Jewish leaders met in 
Washington to consider ways to con- 
duct the campaign for Soviet Jewry. 
One possibility raised during the 
closed meeting in Washington was 
world-wide demonstrations before 
and during the Reagan-Gorbachev 
summit. This might be uncomfort- 
able for the Russians at the summit 
as well as daring the period thereaf- 
ter when they try to ease relations 
with both the U.S. and Europe. 

The question is now whether the 
Russians would feel it worth then- 
while to let more Jews out to ease 
Western criticism of human rights in 
the Soviet Union. 

According to several assessments 
made in Jerusalem, the’ Soviets are 
unlikely to see any hard linkage 
between freeing more Jews and an 
improvement .in relations with 
Israel.

time passed without a clear PLO 
statement recognizing Israel and 
accepting UN Resolutions 242 and 
338, Hussein and Mubarak would* 
feel “free to act along different lines, - 
without the PLO.” 

The Arabs they met strongly en- 
dorsed the so-called “Murphy meet- 
ing.” They suggested that if U.S. 
Assistant Secretary of State Richard 
Murphy were allowed to meet with a 
joint Jordanian-Palestinian delega- 
tion including a ranking PLO offi- 
cial, the PLO might move towards 
recognizing Israel. The AJC leaders 
expressed scepticism about PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat's willingness to 
take that giant step. 

The hour-long meeting with Hus- 
sein took place in the home of Rifai. 
contrary to an Associated Press re- 
port from Amman on Tuesday that 
the group merely saw one of the 
monarch's top advisers. 

The king appeared at Rifai’s home 
and look part in a conversation in a 
“comfortable atmosphere.” accord- 
ing to Rosovsky. 

Hussein expressed his concern for 
the need for a peaceful settlement on 
the West Bank but said that time is 
tunning out. He was also very wor- 
ried about the rise of Israeli fun- 
damentalism. 

The AJC group complained that 
the increase in terrorist acts was 
adversely affecting Israeli public 
opinion regarding the possibility of 
negotiations. In response, the Jorda- 
nians pointed out that America 
negotiated with the North Viet- 
namese even while bombing Hanoi. 
When AJC leaders related this com- 
ment to Peres, the premier noted 
wryly that if Israel were to bomb 
terrorist basis in Jordan while nego- 
tiating. the talks would go nowhere. 

At the press conference the AJC 
leaders asserted that despite the con- 
troversy surrounding their trip to 
Jordan, “it is not true that we under- 
took it against the advice of the 
Israeli government. They had no 
objection to the trip.” Mann de- 
clared. 

Peres, hearing- their report on 
Hussein's views about the Murphy 
meeting, voiced “unqualified 
opposition” to such an eventuality 
and said it would have “no chance of 
success.” 

During llie talks in Amman, Rifai 
claimed that the two boats, recently 
intercepted by Israel in the 
Mediterranean, were “not manned 


by terrorists.” Rifai said that the 
boats were headed for Lebanon, and 
that the men aboard were “not 
armed." He tried to dissociate Ara- 
fat from at least some of the acts of 
terrorism committed against Israel 
recently. 

Referring to PLO headquarters 
based in Jordan, the AJC group was 
told they were manned by “about 
three people.” and were neither 
operational nor even administrative. 

Rifai seemed “well informed” ab- 
out the case of the Israeli soldier 
missing in action, Zacharia Baumd. 
“They didn't name the radical 
Palestinian group supposedly hold- 
ing him. but said it was under Syrian 
control and is one of the most ex- 
treme," Mann reported. The Jorda- 
nians presented no new information 
about Baumel beyond what was 
known when he was captured in 
1982.. 

Hussein reiterated that he had “no 
right” to give anything away on 
behalf of the Palestinians. He felt let 
down by Arafat, but couldn't oper- 
ate without “being under the PLO 
umbrella.” Siegman reported. 

In Cairo, the AJC leaders found 
the Egyptians intent on stressing the 
urgency of the need to find a solution 
to the Palestinian problem. Rosovs- 
ky told The Post they were ready for 
a solution without their interven- 
tion. 

Mubarak told them that he had 
met with Arafat a few days before 
and had told him that terrorist acts 
against Israel only do damage. Ara- 
fat denied having a hand in some of 
them, Mubarak told his guests. 

All in all, the AJC group returned 
with the belief that Hussein and 
Mubarak want to broaden the peace 
between Egypt and Israel to include 
. other Arab countries, and that it is 
most urgent to do so now “before 
forces of political and religious ex- 
tremism make the task impossible.” 
They were convinced by their talks 
in Jordan and Egypt that “this is 
indeed a moment of crucial import- 
ance for progress towards enlarging 
the peace and for the beginning of a 
solution to the Palestinian prob- 
lem.” 

Peres, in bis conversation with the 
AJC group, seemed very bitter ab- 
out the .recent terror acts against 
Israel and “let down by Jordan per- 
mitting - or Arafat committing - 
them,” the group said. “Peres seems 
much more pessimistic now than he 
was two months ago.” 





YITZHAK SHAMIR, the man who 
is due to become prime minister next 
year, states that the expulsion of 
Arabs considered dangerous to 
Israel's security must not be held np 
by “the Hig h Court of Justice or 
other such obstacles." 

There we have it In one breath, 
Shamir’s Herat Party demands that 
the verdict of Israel's courts of law 
against Jewish terrorists be set aside 
because they are too severe; and that 
recourse to Israel's courts of law by 
suspected Arab terrorists be sus- 
pended because the appeals proce- 
dure is not severe enough. 

The law is a nuisance, it interferes 
with policy. It condemns Jews- who 
should not be condemned, it pro- 
tects Arabs who should not be pro- 
tected.

TRUE, ISRAEL’S situation is spe- 
cial. We face terrorism, which is a 
breach of every kind of law. We have 
to combat it, and if conventional 
methods are hot sufficient we have 
□o option but to fall back on uncon- 
ventional ones. 

Shamir suggests applying harsher 
policies, inducting collective sanc- 
tions, to make life difficult for all and 
sundry. If the local Arab population 
perceives that terrorist acts affect 
their own interests adversely, they 
will, Shamir believes, prevent those 
acts from occurring. 

Well, will they? Let us leave aside 
the moral issue of international law 
and how a subject population should 
be treated. Let us consider the topic 
in strictly utilitarian terms. Can 
Arab terrorism be- eliminated by 
terrorizing the local inhab itants? 

It might be possible if the Jews 
were a big majority and the Arabs a 
small minority. We could then stamp 
out resistance ruthlessly, as the 
Soviet Ufrion did after World War II 
in the Baltic states. 

But the Arabs are numerous, with 
a vast hinterland of kinsmen sur- 
rounding Israel on all sides, who 
mate resistance. Israel is' not an 
imperial power like the Soviet Union 
with 200 to 300 milli on inhabitants, 
able to ride rough-shod over lesser 
fry. We have to weigh up our possibi- 
lities more realistically. 

The reality is that there is still now 
some restraint on terrorism. The 
bulk of the Arab population wants to 


keep out of trouble for two reasons. 
First, incidents do cause severe rep- 
ression, with searches and arrests 
and curfews. And secondly, keeping 
the peace under the Israelis has 
many advantages. There is full im- 
ployment, one in three of the Arabs 
(in the territories) works inside 
Israel, they are treated as fellow 
humans, and their rights as indi- 
viduals are guarded by the law. 

We can scarcely expect more. The 
Arabs are not going to see the PLO 
gunmen in an entirely negative light. 
How can they? Just as many Israelis 
treat Jewish terrorists (right bads; to 
the days of Etzel and Lehi) as mis- 
guided patriots, so many Arabs per- 
ceive their terrorists as misguided 
freedom fighters. 

If Shamir worsens the situation of 
the Arab residents, psvokes their 
legal rights and subjects them to 
humiliating indignities in the hope 
that they will turn against their own 
militan ts, he is likely to achieve the 
opposite. They will be antagonized, 
they will feel t hat life under Is rael i 
rule offers them nothing but tor- 
ment. and they will rally to the PLO 
cause. 

The fault with Shamir’s iron fist 
policy is not just that it isn’t nice; it 
will not work. 

Why does he think it will? Because 
he suffers another illusion. He be- 
lieves that the Jewish people have to 
settle Judea and Samaria as a matter 
of historical necessity. 

That could have been true, but it 
isn't. Had it been true, Arabs would 
not be knifing Israelis in the streets 
today. If the mass immig ration 
which started in 1948 had not stop- 
ped in 1952 but had gone on, with 
Jews of the West pouring in as Jews 
of the East poured in, there would be 
a million dwellers and' more in the 
West Bank by now. 

Were that the situation, every- 
thing would be different. Israel’s 
claim to the territories would be 
valid, indeed unquestioned. The na- 
tions of the world would have no 
option but to defer to the new real- 
ity, as they already defer to the 1967 
borders. Palestine would be as Jew- 
ish as Israel.

TELEPHONE SERVICE IN ISRAEL 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - I refer to Helga Dudman's 
article of August 20, “Party line.” 
Obviously, Mrs. Dudman is not 
pleased with the way her telephone 
works; otherwise she would not have 
bothered to list all the defects and 
disturbances she encountered in its 


use. 


In order to have a balanced view 
of the situation, your readers should 
know a few basic facts. 

Since Bezek was set up at the 
beginning of this year, 130,000 new 
phones were installed, serving about 
half a million people who 'did not 
have a telephone previously. Many 
new extensions were also installed in 
■kibbutzim, institutions and offices, 
and they added a considerable bur- 
den on the communications net- 
work. 

These new phones represent an 
increase of 10 percent in one year. In 
addition, Bezek did a great deal to 
lay the infrastructure for additional 
phones. In the past year, 142,000 
new numbers were added to tele- 
phone exchanges, as compared to 
106,000 the previous year. Moreov- 
er, the use of the telephone in- 
creased to an unprecedented extent. 
During the past year, 8.2 billion call 
units were registered, as against 6.1 • 
billion the previous year, i.e. an 
increase of over 30 per cent. This 


tremendous increase resulted pre- 
cisely in those problems which Mrs. 
Dudman lists in her article — no 
dialling sound, wrong numbers, etc. 
The only way to solve these prob- 
lems is to develop the communica- 
tions infrastructure, and that is what 
Bezek is doing. 

Thanks to the establishment of 
Bezek, $250m. were invested in tb& 
development of the infrastructure, 
which is double the amount invested 
when the telephone company was 
part of a government ministry. 
However, the effects of this invest- 
ment will only be-felt progressively. 

Jerusalem's Gilo provides a good 
example of what to expect. As a 
result of rapid expansion there, the 
residents encountered for some time 
defects in the quality of their tele- 
phone service. Once the develop- 
ment of the infrastructure was com- 
pleted and a modem digital ex- 
change was installed, these difficul- 
ties disappeared. The same thing 
happened in other places in Israel, 
such as Kiryat Yam in Haifa and 
parts of Ashdod; and eventually all 
parts of the country will be readied 
and the problem will be completely 
solved.

We had a chance and we muffed it. 
Israel is a sovereign state; it has been 
in control of all-Palestine for nearly 
20 years. It can bring in as many Jews 
as it likes and settle them where it 
pleases. What bas been accom- 
plished in Judea and Samaria? 

Five pef cent of the population is 
Jewish and 95 per cent Arab; nor is 
there any Jewish economy there to 
speak of. Shamir is trying to impose 
Jewish rule by force in an area where 
the Jews are a fringe element It 
makes no sense. 


WHEN TWO SIDES in conflict can- 
not destroy each other, the only 
solution is compromise. The ques- 
tion is where to draw the line. If we 
need Judea and Samaria desperately 
because we were overpopulated, ter- 
ritorial compromise would not be 
feasible. We would be unable to give 
up the West Bank even if we wanted 
to. 

Nor would it be necessary -.and 
that is the point. The situation on the 
ground would be transformed. Jor- 
dan would not aspire to regain a zone 
inhabited .by a million Jews. The 
1967 borders would be as obsolete as 
the Peel partition plan. 

The sad reality is that the West 
Bank is bare of Jews. We have 
territory to bargain away because we 
do not urgently need it. We would 
like to keep it and giving it up will be 
painful to every Jew. But it is not, we 
most admit, essential to our survival. 
Not only that: retaining the West 
Bank - other than the sectors neces- 
sary for security reasons - will do us 
more harm than good. 

For the Arabs are there, and what 
are we to do with them? Making 
them into Israelis with equal political 
rights will not work because before 
long they will outvote us and we shall 
become a minority in an Arab state. 

Meir Kahane suggests expelling 
them. Regretfully, that madcap 
scheme has to be considered, since 
many support it. 'This article, as 
stated above, omits the moral 
aspect. Our hypothesis is that raison 
d'itat justifies breaching every 
undertaking we have made to the 
Arabs over the last hundred years. 


Let us assume that the decision has 
been taken to evacuate two million 
Arabs out of Eretz Yisrael- 

The practical obstacle is that it 
cannot be done. No country will 
receive the Arabs. If any did, the two 
million refugees would become PLO 
terrorists to a man . Nor would the 
world accept such a piece of bare- 
faced effrontery on the pan of 3.5 
million Jews, even if supported by 
Jews abroad, which is not certain by 
any means. 

We should have to say goodbye to 
all American aid. The UN would 
impose sanctions. Denied aid and 
blockaded, Israel (dependent on im- 
ported fuel and raw materials) would 
not last six months. 


THE THIRD SOLUTION is the 
Likud formula: autonomy. _ The 
Israel -Jordan condominium visual- 
ized in Camp David shows no sign of 
mming into existence. The West 
Bank and Gaza would therefore be 
annexed, de facto or dejurd. 

The Jewish settlers would have 
full citizenship rights, the Arabs par- 
tial rights. The government would 
represent the Jews, but not the 
Arabs. The Arabs would be free to 
run their municipal affairs, provided 
they did not belong to the PLO; 
provided also that they organize 
such rigid self-policing that no Arab 
youth knifes an Israeli at any time. 

The Likud proposal is supposed to 
bring peace and quiet inside Israel 
and the territories. If ever there was 
a case of political wishful thinking, 
this is it. Fanatics like Moshe Levin- 
ger sound positively reasonable in 
comparison. They want ail Eretz 
YIsrael, period. They do not care 
what the price is. 

But that solid parliamentarians 
(including the so-called '‘Liberals”) 
should believe the West Bank Arabs 
can be turned into second-class 
citizens so peace-loving that they will 
tight against their own militants, that 
is hard to credit.

ROME AND JERUSALEM

Sir, — Henry Siagnym in his thought- 
ful article, “Rome and Jerusalem: 
the religious meaning" (September 
2) suggests that in writing about the 
recent Vatican document, I was con- 
cerned with the Catholic attitude to 
the modern State of Israel. 

in fact, I wrote about the theolo- 
gical aspect of the Jewish link to the 
land. This is connected with the basic 
question of whether the Catholic 
Church recognizes the continuing 
validity of God’s Covenant with 
Israel. The document is ambivalent 
on this issue but, on the positive side, 
cites with approval a statement by 
tiie Pope calling the Jews “the peo- 
ple of God of the Old Covenant 
which bas never been revoked.” As 
one of the fundamental aspects of 
that Covenant was the promise of 
the Land of Israel to the Jews, this 
connection should therefore be of 


religious significance not only for 
Jews (which the document men- 
tions), but also for Christians (which 
the document denies). 

This fact may not be important for 
Jewish self-understanding or for in- 
ternational relations, but it is an 
aspect that could be constructively 
interwoven into Catholic teaching, 
which is the object of the document. 
The issue was put most clearly in a 
London Times editorial: “The docu- 
ment contains a most positive senti- 
ment towards the Jews, whose far- 
reaching significance has hardly yet 
been grasped on either side. It is the 
doctrine that the Covenant between 
God and the Jews has not been 
abrogated... What is to be explored 
is if foe concept of “Chosen People” 
is still valid in Catholic teaching, why 
not also the concept of “Promised

terrorism can be stopped by force. If 
you believe chat terrorism can be 
stopped bv force, you believe that 
the PLO are villains who cannot be 
negotiated with under any circumst- 
ances. 

It is true that the PLO are bad 
negotiating partners. It would be 
better to negotiate with more mod- 
erate elements if that Is possible. In 
the same way the Arabs would 
rather negotiate with Labour than 
Likud, if that is possible. 

What if it isn’t? The Arabs say 
thev can never reach common 
ground with the Likud. The Israelis 
sav we can never reach common 
ground with the PLO. Both are 
right. But the important thing is that 
the Jews (who are more than the 
Likud) and the Arabs (who are more 
than the PLO) can reach common 
ground with each other. The chal- 
lenge is, through a new Camp David, 
to find the magic rubric. 

To hale the PLO is pointless. They 
have just as much reason for hating 
us, and that is pointless, too. The 
ne«J is to be practical. We have, 
whether we like it or not. to offer the 
Arabs something that can be consi- 
dered in the eyes of a neutral third 
party as a fair deal. 

If Shamir wants to do away with 
terrorism, shaking his fist is not ihe 
wav. Bv-passing the high court of 
justice is a policy* of despair. Instead, 
he should be saying that there is a 
deadlock and that it can be resolved 
by negotiation. 

He can prefer to negotiate with 
King Hussein rather than .with Yas- 
ser Arafat, but he must at least show 
signs of wanting to negotiate. If the 
desire is there the means can be 
found. 



There are cautious openings on 
the Arab side. If these are to be 
rejected before they cun be explored 
- on the most specious grounds (like 
“Give back Taba first”, or '■The 
Arabs are only trying to get into 
President Reagan's good graces") - 
then the Arabs will rightly conclude 
that there is nothing to negotiate 
about. 

And terrorism will continue.

Sir. - Ghetto and democracy are 
two evocative, emotion-laden words 
that are commonly thrown about in 
public debate here in Israel. Their 
meanings, though, are rarely, if 
ever, explained. Another curious 
phenomenon is that leftists and 
rightists often share basic assump- 
tions that are in themselves open to 
question. 

Rabbi Kahane and many in Peace 
Now accept the basic premise that 
we cannot have a large Arab minor- 
ity living in a State of Israel with a 
comfortable Jewish majority. In 
fact, similar minority-majority situa- 
tions occur throughout the world 
without anyone making a fuss. 

This gets us back to the concept of 
ghetto. Some of our leaders, both 
leftists and rightists, seem to carry a 
fear of having Jews governing non- 
Jews, a fear of ghetto or exilic origin. 
Some go so far as to seem to fear 
having Jews govern a state of any 
size or ethnic composition. 

Another perception shared by left 
and right is that the U.S. Govern- 
ment is our friend, whereas our 
relations with the U.S. are prob- 
lematic at best. 

Further, the frequent discussions 
of democracy invariably overlook 
any direct link of the concept to 
foreign relations. Meanwhile, we re- 
fuse, especially some of our leftists, 
to see the basic similarities in prac- 
tice of fascism, communism, and 
Third World dictatorships, including 
the Arab variety. 

Let us have more light and less
